Pro-pot sentiment is on the rise 
in the Maritimes, especially in 
Nova Scotia, and a researcher 
says a majority in the region 
will soon support full legaliza¬ 
tion. 

A survey published Thurs¬ 
day by Halifax-based Corporate 
Research Associates Inc. shows 
Atlantic Canada is split evenly 
on making marijuana legal for 
personal use, with 45 per cent 
of just over 1,500 surveyed sup¬ 
porting and 46 per cent oppos¬ 
ing. 

Support for the change was 
highest in Nova Scotia, where a 
plurality of 49 per cent are al¬ 
ready for legalization, with 42 


per cent opposed. 

Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor residents were the second 
most in favour, with 47 per cent 
for and 44 per cent against. 

“Ten years ago, there 
wouldn’t have been this level 
of support for legalization, it 
might have been half of this,” 
said Don Mills, chairman and 
CEO of CRA. 

“We think that we may have 
reached a tipping point in the 
region, where almost a major¬ 
ity are supporting it. We will 
cross over that threshold in the 
not-so-distant future.” 

Younger Atlantic Canadians 
and those with higher levels 
of education are more likely to 
support the change, and in as 
few as four or five years, those 
supporters will edge out older 
nay-sayers, Mills said. 

Pohce say the potential for 
future legalization concerns 
them. 

“Essentially, with any types 
of drugs comes violence, and 
we believe it has a negative im¬ 
pact on our community,” said 
Halifax Regional Police Const.

“I don’t think that, just be¬ 
cause the government takes it 
over, that people who are look¬ 
ing to sell drugs are going to 
stop selling them, or that it will 
cease any of that violence be¬ 
tween those people,” Palmeter 
said. 

The Lung Association of 
Nova Scotia, too, warns that 
many young people underesti¬ 
mate the risks of smoking mari¬ 
juana, which, they say, contains 
many of the toxic chemicals 
found in tobacco products. 

“A lot of people think that 
marijuana smoke isn’t harmful. 
That’s a misnomer,” said Jayne 
Norrie, the organization’s man¬ 
ager of health initiatives.

The only sitting politician 
charged in the fallout of the 
MLA expense scandal ap¬ 
peared in a Halifax provincial 
courtroom on Thursday. 

Dartmouth North MLA 
Trevor Zinck began the first 
day of a two-day preliminary 
hearing, appearing with his 
lawyer Lyle Howe. 

Zinclc faces charges of 
breach of trust, fraud over 
$5,000, and theft over $5,000.

“We’re not prepared 
to make a statement right 
now,” said Zinck as he left 
the courtroom. “It looks like 
we’re going to be wrapping 
things up early (Friday) and 
then we’ll look at making a 
statement.”

N.S. attorney general won’t accept interim report on electoral boundaries 



Nova Scotia’s attorney general 
is not accepting an interim 
report that recommends the 
preservation of four so-called 
protected ridings for franco¬ 
phone and black minority 
groups. 

Ross Landry has written a 
letter to the Electoral Bound¬ 
aries Commission, asking 
them to revise their report so 
that it complies with its terms 
of reference. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment has said the commission 
should have obeyed a term of 
reference that requires con¬ 
stituencies be within 25 per 


cent of the average number 
of electors — a criteria none 
of the minority group ridings 
meet. 

“Unfortunately, I am not 
able to accept the interim re¬ 
port as drafted, as it does not 
follow the requirements set 
out in the terms of reference,” 
Landry says in the letter re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

Landry said he has been ad¬ 
vised by the legislature’s Chief 
Legislative Counsel that the 
terms of reference are legally 
binding upon the commis¬ 
sion, and therefore the inter¬ 
im report is “null and void.”

The 
commission’s chairwoman 
has said its work only needs to 
be guided by its mandate, ac¬ 
cording to how they interpret 
its terms of reference. 

The final report is due Aug. 
31.

Imagine 17 glass-encased stor¬ 
eys smack-dab on the Halifax 
waterfront. 

No, it’s not Purdy’s Wharf, 
but a vision of what the park¬ 
ing lot sandwiched between 
Bishop’s Landing and the Nova 
Scotia Power building could be. 

Eric Burchill, director of 
planning and development 
with the Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, which oper¬ 
ates four waterfront parking

lots, gave a presentation to 
HRM’s design review commit¬ 
tee Thursday night on Cunard 
Block. 

“It’s an opportunity to real¬ 
ly add to the overall residential 
density both on the southern 
waterfront district but also on 
the peninsula,” Burchill said in 
an interview with Metro. 

It was once an industrial 
site, but Burchill said it has 
been remediated and is ready 
for development. And since it’s 
in the shadow of the 21-storey 
Maritime Centre, only a small 
section of the land is impacted 
by viewplane restrictions. 


“So that means it’s one of 
the sites on the waterfront 
where we can actually build 
some height,” Burchill said, 
adding it could go as high as 17 
storeys. 

It’s also able to handle a 
“fair amount” of sub-grade 
parking for both tenants and 
the public. They’re also incor¬ 
porating a live-work design 
where an entrepreneur could 
open an office or store on the 
bottom level and live upstairs. 

“The idea is those units 
could flex back and forth from 
residential to commercial use 
over time,” he said. 


A tender for development 
will be issued in the next few 
weeks and Burchill said they’re 
hoping to break ground some¬ 
time next year, pending ap¬ 
proval from HRM. As is com¬ 
mon in waterfront property, 
developer interest in this pro¬ 
ject is high. 

But Coun. Dawn Sloane, a 
big supporter of downtown de¬ 
velopment, said neighbouring 
condo complexes will likely 
put up a fight. 

“The people at Waterfront 
Place are concerned about los¬ 
ing their views and they told 
me that back in 2000 when I 
first got elected,” she said. “The 
ones at Bishop’s Landing they 
know this lot has been empty 
for years and I’m sure they’ll be 
concerned about shadows.” 

She said it all depends on 
where the buildings are placed 
on the site. 


Challenges 


How many 
parking lots 
does the city 
really need? 

Parking lots or develop¬ 
ments — that is the 
question. 

Eric Burchill, with the 
Waterfront Development 
Corporation, said the plan 
is to develop all four of 
their waterfront parking 
lots — eventually. 

“People will say why 
do you have parking? But 
during festival season 
remember those areas are 
used for events (like Tall 


Ships this summer),” he 
said. 

It’s one of the chal¬ 
lenges they face when 
looking at the future of 
the waterfront. 

Burchill said with 
every development, 
they’ll make sure there is 
ample parking involved 
and also open space 
plazas for festivals. 

When asked what’s 
more needed in down¬ 
town Halifax: residential, 
office or commercial, 
Coun. Dawn Sloane said 
“all of the above.” 

“We have to start 
moving forward in the 
downtown,” she said.

Future 
uncertain for Parker 
Street Food Bank 


Of the 28 years since the 
Parker Street Food Bank 
first opened, Mel Boutlier 
says this may be the worst 
one yet. 

Individual cash and food 
donations to the bank, as 
well as deliveries of surplus 
and damaged goods from 
bigger companies, have fall¬ 
en sharply lately, while the 
number of families seek¬ 
ing canned non-perishables 
continues to rise, the organ¬ 
ization’s executive director 
said Thursday. 

In the short term, media 
coverage of Boutlier’s fears 
this week that the commun¬ 
ity centre would have to 
close down inspired some 
to donate, he said, but the 
future of the food bank is 
still uncertain, pending 
how many donations come 
in over the next little while. 

“There’s been a good 
number of people who 
came with food and with 
money, so it’s a big boost 
for us here at this difficult 
time. But we need to come 
up with some more perma¬ 
nent, long-term plans,” he 
said Thursday. 

He said the food bank

services about 300 families 
per week, and he figures 
the minimum supply of 
food per visit they could get 
by on is about six cans. 

With tough economic 
times leading to increased 
demand for food and de¬ 
creased supply of donations 
from public and corporate 
supporters, he’s not sure 
how much longer the food 
bank can stay afloat, but 
Boutlier said he’s doing 
everything he can to try. 

A shipment from a major 
supplier is coming in soon, 
he said, “and with that, and 
if the public brings in food, 
and if we manage carefully, 
we will get by in the next 
few weeks.”

The association 
long ago moved to Summer 
Street. 

The Queen’s Landing 
project is planned for the 
site, which has three com¬ 
ponents: potential expan¬ 
sion to the museum, pos¬ 
sible permanent facility for 
the HMCS Saclcville, and a 
combined hotel-office-retail 
development by Armour 
Group Ltd. 

“The idea is that all three 
of those legs of the project 
can proceed at independ¬ 
ent timelines, but when 
they’re developed, it will be 
a cohesive whole,” said Eric 
Burchill, director of plan¬ 
ning and development with 
the Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

But delays will mean the 
building, right next to the 
boardwalk used by thou¬ 
sands of tourists, will come 
down sometime this sum¬ 
mer or early fall. 

“It is a concern. Original¬ 
ly when we commenced the 


project we preferred to have 
it completed in the off-sea¬ 
son and unfortunately the 
project’s schedule didn’t al¬ 
low for that. It is something 
we have to be mindful of 
and co-ordinate for public 


safety purposes,” Burchill 
said. 

It took longer than ex¬ 
pected to empty the build¬ 
ing in order to maximize 
recovering recyclable ma¬ 
terials, he added.

Dexter worry-free 
about feds’ pledge 
for new navy ships 


Premier Darrell Dexter sug¬ 
gested Thursday that there 
will be a development con¬ 
cerning the future of a strug¬ 
gling paper mill, days before 
it begins a temporary shut¬ 
down. 

Dexter wouldn’t reveal 
details when asked if the 
mill in Brooklyn was facing 
closure, but said the man¬ 
agement of Resolute Forest 
Products should be making a 
statement soon. 

“It’s up to them to talk to 
their workers and I under¬ 
stand that they will do that,” 
he told reporters. 

“There is no question that 
we are continuing to see an 
erosion in that market that 
is very difficult, but I think 
ultimately it will be up to 
the Resolute management 
to make and explain a deci¬ 
sion.” 

A spokesman with Reso¬ 
lute did not return calls and 
emails Thursday. 

The plant, which is still 
known locally as the Bowater 
Mersey mill, is scheduled to 
shut down Sunday for about 
two weeks. It also shut down 
last month, the latest in a 
series of scheduled down

Late last year, unionized 
workers at the mill voted to 
cut 110 jobs in an effort to 
reduce labour costs and help 
save the operation, which 
used to employ about 300 
people. 

A permanent closure 
would be a blow to the area, 
which relies heavily on jobs 
at the mill. It could also pose 
some difficult questions for 
the provincial government, 
which provided a $ 50-mil¬ 
lion lifeline to the company 
last year, the Canadian press 


Jobs. Under its 
$ 25 -billion deal, the 
Irving Shipyard is 
slated to build 21 
combat vessels.

Labour and Advanced Educa¬ 
tion Minister Marilyn More 
said despite a resolution 
passed at last weekend’s 
NDP annual general meet¬ 
ing, there is no plan to reduce 
tuition costs in Nova Scotia 
right now. 

A motion put before the 
NDP membership and ap¬ 
proved at the AGM commit¬ 
ted the party to reducing 
Nova Scotia’s tuition fees 
— the fourth highest in the 
countiy — in their next man¬ 
date, should they get one. 

But More said Thursday 
that the motion merely ex¬ 
pressed the will of the mem¬ 
bership, and does not bind 
the government to any action. 

“That’s advice from the 
party to government,” More 
told reporters. 


Student assistance up 


Marilyn More removed the 
cap on tuition in February 
2011, allowing costs to go 
up by three per cent a year. 
She noted, however, that the 
government has invested 
$90 million into student as¬ 
sistance since 2009. 


“We focused on improving 
student assistance ... (and) we 
put a cap on tuition fees be¬ 
cause both the premier and 
I have committed to keeping 
tuition for Nova Scotia stu¬ 
dents in Nova Scotia universi¬ 
ties at undergraduate levels 
at or below the national aver¬ 
age.” 

When asked if that was a 
long way of saying that no, 
the province doesn’t intend 
to reduce tuition fees, More 
said: “as a government, we 
have to look at the broad pic¬ 
ture, and certainly we want 
good quality sustainable uni¬ 
versities throughout Nova 
Scotia.” 

The Alliance of Nova Sco¬ 
tia Students’ Associations 
asked that the government 
put this “clarion call” from its 
membership into action, say¬ 
ing it was a clear message of 
the will of the party.

Flaherty accuses NDP 
of stalling as opposition 
gets comfortable for 
marathon voting session 


The two sleep-deprived sides of 
the House of Commons kept 
vigilant watch on each other 
Thursday as bleary-eyed MPs 
stood up and sat down over 
and over again, their 24-hour 
marathon voting session push¬ 
ing past the halfway mark. 

“I’ve got to get myself 
comfy — off come the shoes,” 
said New Democrat MP Glenn 
Thibeault, describing one of 


the many ways MPs sought 
comfort through the 12th 
hour of voting on more than 
800 amendments to Bill C-38. 

Members of Parliament 
bobbed from their seats 
through the night and into the 
afternoon as they voted on 871 
opposition motions that are 
designed to thwart, or at least 
publicize, the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s sprawling omnibus 
budget-implementation bill. 

Liberal House leader Marc 
Garneau’s best guess for when 
the voting would finally be 
over? Likely 1 a.m. Friday mor¬ 
ning, he said — 24 hours after 
it began. 

The long haul seemed to 
have taken a toll on Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty. He was 


waspish in his comments 
about the opposition’s efforts 
to delay passage of his budget 
bill. 

“This is not a time for 
gamesmanship,” Flaherty said. 

“This is a serious time in 
which we need to protect 
Canada and advance our eco¬ 
nomic agenda ... and we’ll do 
whatever we have to do today 
and tonight and in the early 
hours of tomorrow morning 
to get the job done.” 

NDP House leader Nathan 
Cullen had tried to win unani¬ 
mous consent to hold question 
period at the regular time, 
only to be shouted down from 
the government benches. 

Flaherty was scornful of 
Cullen’s gambit, saying the 


NDP wasted several hours 
before voting even began and 
were deliberately taking their 
time getting to their feet dur¬ 
ing each individual vote. 

Cullen, meanwhile, wasn’t 
surprised his motion for ques¬ 
tion period was shouted down. 

“The government doesn’t 
really like question period all 
that much,” he said. “Some¬ 
thing about being held to ac¬ 
count.” 

The legislation contains a 
bewildering maze of changes 
to dozens of statutes. Crit¬ 
ics say such omnibus bills 
amount to a massive abuse of 
Parliament — an argument a 
young Stephen Harper once 
made with some conviction as

Nicole Ryan had just been ar¬ 
rested and locked up for dy¬ 
ing to hire a hit man to kill 
her abusive husband — and 
she couldn’t believe her good 
fortune. 

Caught by an undercover 
RCMP officer in March 2008, 
Ryan was subjected to a court- 
ordered psychiatric assess¬ 
ment at the Nova Scotia Hos¬ 
pital. Her young daughter was 
in protective custody and safe 
from her father — a man who 
had threatened to kill them 
both. 

“I felt very safe ... I could 
almost say that I was treated 
like a queen,” she recalled at 
her trial, where she was ultim¬ 
ately acquitted of counselling 
to commit murder. 

“I got the chance and the 
opportunity to ... to breathe, 
to calm down ... and find Ni¬ 
cole.”

‘Hell on earth.’ Judges tour 
Zimbabwe’s infamous jail 


Zimbabwe’s top judges visited 
a notorious Harare jail Thurs¬ 
day after receiving complaints 
that it is filthy, ill-equipped 
and uninhabitable, but a 
rights activist and reporters 
who joined the tour said the 
cells had apparently been 
cleaned up just in time for the 
jurists’ arrival. 

The five Supreme Court 
judges toured the main Harare 
police station cells and said 
they will rule later on whether 
to close down the cells because 
conditions are inhumane, in a 
suit brought by members of 
Women of Zimbabwe Arise, a 
group founded to champion 
women’s issues. 

The group’s members have 
been arrested after demonstra¬ 
tions that featured rattling 
pots and pans to call attention 
to food shortages, or handing 
out red roses on Valentine’s 
Day to protest domestic and 
political violence. 

The judges inspected only 
three dimly-lit cells with six 
concrete beds and no mat¬ 
tresses. Dozens more cells re¬ 
mained locked.

Reporters with the judges 
say the usually overcrowded 
cells were empty and appeared 
to have been cleaned. 

Williams said she and three 
other activists who filed the 
suit were once detained in a 
cell “filled with pools of urine 
and littered with feces and 
condoms.” She said they were 
given frayed, foul-smelling 
blankets that were inadequate 
on cold stone floors. Fresh 
water was unavailable and jail 
authorities provided no food 
for prisoners, who relied on 
supplies from relatives. 

“It was hell on earth, it was 
torture — all because we were 
demanding our rights,” Wil¬ 
liams Said.

Foxconn employee 
jumps to his death 

A Foxconn Technology 
Group employee jumped 
to his death Wednesday 
from a company-rented 
apartment building 
in southwest China’s 
Sichuan province, local 
police said. 

At least a dozen 
Foxconn employees have 
jumped to their deaths or 
tried to do so since 2010, 
casting spotlight on the 
world’s largest contract 
maker of electronics. The 
Taiwan-based company 
has been besieged with 
reports of poor working 
and living conditions for 
its workers at factories 
and dorms. 

A public security bur¬ 
eau in Chengdu city iden¬ 
tifies the employee only 
by the surname Xie and 
says the cause remains 
under investigation.

Corruption. Gunmen 
with officers could 
belong to the Jalisco 
New Generation drug 
gang: Investigators 


There it was on video: Five 
heavily armed policemen 
barge into a hotel in Lagos de 
Moreno, western Mexico, be¬ 
fore dawn on Jan. 20 and march 
out with three handcuffed men 
in underwear. 


But police weren’t making 
an arrest. Prosecutors say they 
apparently were taking orders 
from criminals. Just hours after 
the three were seized, they 
were found asphyxiated and 
beaten to death. 

Mexicans have become 
inured to lurid tales of police 
collaboration with narcotics 
gangs during 5 1/2 years of a 
drug war that has cost more 
than 47,500 lives. But seldom 
can they actually see it occur, 
and the video broadcast on na¬ 
tional television was a shocker. 
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“One assumes that in some 
cities ... the municipal police 
work for the drug cartels,” said 
Jorge Chabat an expert on se¬ 
curity and drug trafficking at 
the Center for Economic Re¬ 
search and Teaching. “But what 
is different here is that there is 
a video. It’s not the same thing 
to imagine that this (is) going 
on, and to see it.” 

The officers were not de¬ 
tained until June 6 and they 
still have not been formally 
charged with any crime. “It 
took time to obtain the video 


tapes, to do the investigation, 
and to get the arrest warrants,” 
said Jalisco state prosecutor’s 
spokesman Lino Gonzalez. 

The video comes less than 
three weeks before national 
and state elections in which 
security is a major issue. Crit¬ 
ics accuse President Felipe Cal¬ 
deron of setting off a bloodbath 
with his strategy against gangs, 
while his party’s presidential 
candidate, Josefina Vazquez, 
has suggested her opponents 
are ready to compromise with 
the cartels, the associated press

Afghanistan. Landslide 
victims buried alive to be 
left where their bodies lie 


Afghan officials say they 
are halting efforts to dig 
out more than 60 bodies 
from the site of a devastat¬ 
ing landslide that followed 
earthquakes in northern Af¬ 
ghanistan earlier this week. 
They plan to make the area 
a memorial to the dead. 

The government has 
said 71 people were buried 
in Monday’s landslide, but 
the police chief of Baghlan 
province’s Burlca district 
says they have pulled out 
only five bodies in four days 
of digging. 

He says that religious 
leaders in the area recom¬ 


mended that they leave the 
bodies buried under the 
hill and rename it “Martyrs 
Hill.” 


Police Chief Azizul- 
lahrahman said Thursday 
that more than 800 people 
helped with the effort to 
dig out the bodies of the 
victims. 

Two earthquakes struck 
the area early Monday, caus¬ 
ing the landslide.

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Secret files kept by Boy 
Scouts ordered released 


Scouts tried to keep 
them private. Court in 
the U.S. says use of the 
files in a molestation 
suit makes them part 
of the public record 


A court in the U.S. has ap¬ 
proved the release of so-called 
“perversion files” compiled 
by the Boy Scouts of America 
on suspected child molesters 
within the organization over 
two decades. 

This will give the public its 
first chance to review the files 
on 1,200 people. 

The files gathered from 
1965 to 1985 came to light 
when they were used as evi¬ 
dence in a landmark Oregon 
ruling in 2010 that the Scouts 
had failed to protect a plain¬ 
tiff who had been molested 
by an assistant scoutmaster in 
the early 1980s. 

The Scouts were ordered to 
pay the man $18.5 million US. 

The case drew attention to 
the organization’s efforts to 
keep child molesters out of its

leadership ranks. 

In recent years, the Boy 
Scouts have faced numerous 
lawsuits from men who say 
they were molested as chil¬ 
dren by scout leaders. 

The Boy Scouts fought to 
keep the files sealed, arguing 
that opening them could un¬ 
fairly affect those who were 
suspected but never convicted 
of abuse. 

Media organizations chal¬ 
lenged the Scouts’ efforts 
to keep the files under seal, 
arguing that their introduc¬ 
tion by attorneys in the suit 
makes them public record. A 
judge agreed. 

The files are part of a lar¬ 
ger trove of documents the 
Boy Scouts began compiling 
several decades ago on people 
flagged as possible molesters.

Ottawa. Mom of suspected 
pimp fears daughter’s death

The mother of a 17-year-old 
pimping suspect Ottawa police 
are searching for says she is 
also trying to find her daugh¬ 
ter, who she fears has been 
killed. 

“Either she went into hid¬ 
ing or she has been killed. That 
is what I want to know. Where 
is my daughter? Are the police 
of Ottawa doing their job?” the 
woman said emotionally when 
reached by phone Thursday 

Police allege the woman’s 
daughter and two 15-year-olds 
forced three teen girls into 
prostitution. The 15-year-olds 
are in custody facing serious 
charges including assault and 
human trafficking. 

Police have not yet released 
the 17-year-old’s name to the 


public, though under the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act they 
may apply for permission to 
temporarily release her name 
in order to find her. 

“If the police were doing 
their job they would have 
found where my daughter is,” 
the woman said. “She is just a 
child. 

“What does she eat? Where 
does she sleep?” she asked. 
“(Name withheld) is a little girl. 
I lost my little girl. She is a nice 
girl. She is not mentally ill. She 
is not a crackhead.” 

The woman said her daugh¬ 
ter “hasn’t done anything” but 
is being “blamed” by the police. 

The woman, who cannot be 
named, suggested Quebec po¬ 
lice are also searching for her 
daughter and said they are do¬ 
ing a better job. 

“F— you for the police. F— 
you for the journalist,” she said.

Rulings are a ‘full- 
fledged coup’: Islamic 
Brotherhood member 


Judges appointed by Hosni 
Mubarak dissolved Egypt’s Is¬ 
lamist-dominated parliament 
Thursday and ruled his for¬ 
mer prime minister eligible 
for the presidential runoff 
election this weekend — set¬ 
ting the stage for the military 
and remnants of the old re¬ 
gime to stay in power. 

The politically charged ru¬ 
lings dealt a heavy blow to 
the fundamentalist Islamic 
Brotherhood, with one senior 
member calling the decisions 
a “full-fledged coup,” and the 
group vowed to rally the pub¬ 
lic against the military. 

The decision by the Sup¬ 
reme Constitutional Court 
effectively erased the tenu¬ 
ous progress from Egypt’s 
troubled transition in the 
past year, leaving the country 
with no parliament and con¬ 
centrating power even more 
firmly in the hands of the 


generals who took over from 
Mubarak. 

Several hundred people ga¬ 
thered in Cairo’s Tahrir Square 
after the rulings to denounce 


the action and rally against 
former Prime Minister Ahmed 
Shafiq, the presidential candi¬ 
date seen by critics as a sym¬ 
bol of Mubarak’s autocratic 


rule. But with no calls by the 
Brotherhood or other groups 
for massive demonstrations, 
the crowd did not grow.

Putin’s regime 
cracks down on 
It girl activist 


Dramatic shift. Socialite 
Ksenia Sobchak was 
initially shunned by 
opposition due to close 
personal ties to leader 


“I’m Ksenia Sobchak, and I’ve 
got something to lose. But I’m 
here.” That’s what the 30-year- 
old blond socialite and TV per¬ 
sonality said when she began 
her unlikely foray into political 
activism by talcing the stage at 
a huge anti-Putin rally in De¬ 
cember. 

It was a shaky start. 

Sobchak was greeted with 
jeers and boos from protesters, 
who derided her as a rich party 
girl and were suspicious of her 
motives because of her family’s 
close personal ties to Vladimir 
Putin. Six months later, Sob¬ 
chak has been accepted into 
the ranks of Russia’s protest 
leaders, completing a trans¬ 
formation that reflects the civic 
awakening of millions of young 
Russians after a decade of polit¬ 
ical passivity. 

Young Intemet-sawy office 
workers, students and mem¬ 



bers of what is known as the 
“creative class” form the heart 
of the protest movement that 
has drawn tens of thousands 
onto the streets of Moscow 
since a December parliament- 
aiy election was won by Putin’s 
party with what observers said 
was widespread fraud. 

Putin has taken a tougher 
approach toward the oppos¬ 
ition since returning to the 
presidency in May. But while 
hundreds of demonstrators 
have been detained over the 


past month, Sobchak found out 
only this week that she does 
indeed have something to lose. 
Her apartment was among the 
homes of protest leaders that 
were raided by police. They 
read her personal correspond¬ 
ence, seized her passport — 
and confiscated at least one mil¬ 
lion euros ($1.3 million) in cash. 

It was a quick change of for¬ 
tune for Russia’s It Girl. 

Sobchak had been con¬ 
sidered untouchable because of 
Putin’s enduring loyalty to her 
late father, who as mayor of St. 
Petersburg in the early 1990s 
gave Russia’s future president 
his first government job and 
launched his political career. 
Putin began a third term on 
May 7 after four years as prime 
minister. 

When asked about Putin, ru¬ 
moured to be her godfather, So¬ 
bchak has expressed gratitude 
to him for taking care of her 
family after her father, Anatoly 
Sobchak, fell out of political fa¬ 
vour. She has been restrained in 
her criticism of Putin himself, 
while at the same time calling 
for more open government, fair 
elections and an end to the cor¬ 
ruption that pervades Russian 
society, the associated press

ALEXEI NAVALNY 



The 36-year-old corruption¬ 
fighting lawyer and popular 
blogger has played a key 
role in mobilizing Rus¬ 
sia’s young to rally against 
Putin’s rule. The charismatic 
and ambitious Navalny 
spearheaded a series of rallies 
in Moscow during the winter 


that brought up to 100,000 
people in the streets in the 
run-up to March’s vote. He 
reaches tens of thousands 
through his blog and has 
more than 250,000 follow¬ 
ers on Twitter. Navalny has 
tapped into people’s anger 
over the corruption that 
pervades public life. 


SERGEI UDALTSOV 



The leader of the Left Front 
opposition movement, 
35-year-old Udaltsov has 
been at the forefront of anti- 
Putin protests for several 
years. A great-grandson of 
a Bolshevik revolution¬ 
ary, Udaltsov has consist¬ 
ently defied the authorities, 
staging unsanctioned 


marches and rallies. He 
also launched numerous 
hunger strikes and spent 
weeks in hospitals. During 
his political career, Udaltsov 
was arrested more than 100 
times and spent months in 
prison. 


ILYA YASHIN 



The 28-year-old member of 
the leadership of the oppos¬ 
ition Solidarity movement 
has been among key organ¬ 
izers of recent protests. A 
fiery speaker, Yashin is a 
passionate critic of the gov¬ 
ernment. “A smart govern¬ 
ment deals with reasons for 
protest. A stupid government 
fights protesters,” he said on

Russia. Official accused of death threat 


Russia’s top investigator de¬ 
nied Thursday that he threat¬ 
ened to kill an investigative 
reporter over a story that lam¬ 
basted his agency, but apolo¬ 
gized for an “emotional out¬ 
burst” with the journalist. 

Novaya Gazeta, Russia’s 
leading investigative publica¬ 
tion, claimed Wednesday that 
Investigative Committee chief 


Gen.-Col. Alexander Bastrykin 
took reporter Sergei Sokolov to 
a forest outside Moscow where 
he threatened to kill him and 
then joked that he would lead 
the investigation into his death. 

The alleged June 4 incident 
followed Sokolov’s story that 
accused Bastrykin’s agency of 
failing to punish the perpe¬ 
trator of a 2010 killing of 12 


people, including four chil¬ 
dren, by a gang in southern 
Russia. 

Bastrykin said he had in¬ 
vited the journalist to meet 
the team that investigated the 
2010 killings — and then had a 
“very emotional conversation” 
with him. But the conversation 
did not take place in a forest, 
he insisted, the associated press

Ex-tycoon 
sentenced to 110 
years in prison 

Former jet-setting Texas 
tycoon R. Allen Stanford, 
whose financial empire 
once spanned the Amer¬ 
icas, was sentenced Thurs¬ 
day to 110 years in prison 
for bilking investors out 
of more than $7 billion US 
over 20 years in one of the 
largest Ponzi schemes in 
U.S. history. 

U.S. District Judge 
David Hittner handed 
down the sentence dur¬ 
ing a court hearing in 
which two people spoke 
on behalf of Stanford’s 
investors.

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RIM pays former co-CEOs $12M 



Research in Motion. 

BlackBerry maker 
giving ex-leader Jim 
Balsillie $8M and Mike 
Lazaridis, who remains

The former co-CEOs of Black- 
Berry-maker Research in Mo¬ 
tion will receive a combined 
$12 million in payouts for leav¬ 
ing their roles at the struggling 
company. 

In a document filed with se¬ 
curities regulators on Thursday, 
ahead of the company’s annual 
meeting in July, RIM outlined 
the details of what each former 
executive receives. 

Jim Balsillie will be paid 
nearly $8 million in salaiy and 
other compensation after step¬ 
ping down as leader in January 


and leaving the company two 
months later. 

Mike Lazaridis, who re¬ 
mains a member of the board, 


will be paid about $4 million in 
salaiy and compensation under 
the condition that he will “con¬ 
tinue to make himself reason¬ 


ably available” to help the com¬ 
pany in the future. 

The deal also gives Lazaridis 
his own office, executive assist¬ 
ant, as well as a car and driver 
for two years, at a combined 
value of about $733,000. 

RIM says in the filings that 
Balsillie and Lazaridis “revolu¬ 
tionized the worldwide wire¬ 
less industry with the intro¬ 
duction of the BlackBerry and 
forever changed how the world 
communicates.” 

The company has seen its 
stock plummet and its financial 
results significantly weaken in 
the face of intense competition 
from the rival Apple iPhone 
and devices using Google’s An¬ 
droid operating system. 

In Januaiy, RIM promoted 
Thorsten Heins to the leader¬ 
ship role, a position that is 
earning him $10.2 million for 
the company’s 2012 financial 
year, the Canadian press

Bank of Canada warning 
of fallout from EU crisis 


A nation exposed. 

Federal regulatory 
body puts Canadians 
on alert over instability 
created by inflated 
real-estate values, 
household debt 


The Bank of Canada conti¬ 
nues to warn that the high 
level of household debt and 
overvalued real estate in this 
country have left the econ¬ 
omy vulnerable if a financial 
shock erupts in Europe. 

In its financial system re¬ 
view identifying risks to the 
economy, the bank noted cer¬ 
tain segments of the housing 
market that have a persistent 
oversupply — such as condos 
in Toronto — face a higher 
risk of a price correction. 

Using a hypothetical stress 
test, the bank says a three-per¬ 
cent increase in unemploy¬ 
ment — about the same as oc¬ 
curred in the recent recession 
— would almost triple the pro¬ 
portion of indebted households 
that would go into arrears. 

The current rate is cur¬ 
rently about half a per cent 


and could rise 1.3 per cent 
under that scenario. 

A shock would also cut into 
net worth of Canadians. The 
bank points out that 40 per 
cent of household worth is 
tied to the value of their real 
estate holdings, compared to 
only 34 per cent a decade ago. 

“Markets in Canada have 
been relatively stable ... never¬ 
theless, a further significant 
deterioration in global finan¬ 
cial conditions could have a 
considerable impact in Canada 
through trade, financial and 
confidence channels,” the bank 
said Thursday its semi-annual 
financial systems review. 

In fact, the bank says the 
spillover effects on Canada’s 
financial institutions, such as 
banks, “would be substantial.” 

While the report does not 
attempt to place odds on the 
chance of a Europe-centred 
shock, it judges the risks as 
“veiy high.” 

The dire warning — not al¬ 
together unexpected from the 
central bank given renewed 
turbulence in Europe, lends 
some urgency to the G20 sum¬ 
mit of leaders in Mexico next 
week, where Europe will be 
the main topic.

‘Vampire’skeleton 
on display in Bulgaria 

A skeleton dating back 
to the Middle Ages and 
recently unearthed in 
the town of Sozopol is 
displayed at the National 
History Museum in Sofia, 
Bulgaria, on Thursday. 

Ever since archaeolo¬ 
gists announced last week 
that they had found two 
ancient skeletons in Bul¬ 
garia with iron rods thrust 
through their chests, the 
media have been reporting 


how Bulgarians once did 
that to prevent the dead 
from emerging from the 
grave as vampires. On 
Saturday, one of those 
skeletons will be put on 
display at the National His¬ 
tory Museum, and its direc¬ 
tor, Bozhidar Dimitrov, 
says he expects there to be 
a big turnout.

Richard: Mark, I felt like I 
witnessed something special 
tonight. But not special in 
a good way. Tonight we sat 
through That’s My Boy and 
I can’t help but think that 
what we saw wasn’t so much 
a movie, but more some kind 
of performance art where 
people who should know 
better do awful things and 
charge you 10 bucks to watch.

Deeds, Billy Madison and 
Happy Gilmore here, all 
topped off with a grating New 
England character voice that 
sounds like a cross between 
a can opener opening a can 
of Boston Baked Beans and 
screeching tires.

would this movie be more 
palatable if Sandler dropped 
the grating accent? And then 
I went one step further and 
recast the role with Steve 
Carell in the lead and you 
know what?

When Armageddon comes, 
Lorene Scafaria will likely be 
found listening to music and 
dreaming of lost love. 

“I’m very much a Penny,” 
admitted the filmmaker about 
the Keira Knightley character 
in her new movie Seeking 
a Friend for the End of the 
World.

First-time feature director 
Mark Andrews knows a thing 
or two about pressure. While 
he’s been a longtime Pixar 
team member — and director 
Brad Bird’s right-hand man — 
the task of taking on Brave, 
the animation studio’s latest 
feature, was more than a lit¬ 
tle daunting. And it doesn’t 
help that he had to step in 
for original director Brenda 
Chapman. But Andrews loves 
a challenge almost as much 
as he loves Scotland, where 
the tale takes place. 

Scotland seems like such a 


mystical place, with each 
location having some sort of 
myth to it. 

It is, it is. Everything had a 
story. Nothing didn’t have a 
story. Every creek and branch 
and thing. But that was their 
culture, sharing these stories, 
and you knew these locations 


because you had to make 
them memorable — or stuff 
actually did happen there. 
In developing the film, we 
wanted that aspect in there 
that every character is telling 
a story or knows a story, or 
there’s a story about every¬ 
thing that’s happening in 


Brave, so you get story upon 
story upon story upon story 
upon story, interwoven in the 
actual movie. 

Did you have any mystical 
run-ins yourself there? 

On my honeymoon, we were 
in a hotel in Oban, and right 


on the counter there’s a big 
thing with newspaper articles 
on it, from way back when, 
about this hotel’s history. I’m 
just flipping through, and all 
of a sudden I go, “Oh my God, 
ghost in room 216.” And just 
as I read this, the clerk hands 
us over our keys to room 215. 
I’m all, “Oh crap.” The ghost 
only shows herself to women 
to warn women away from 
men. The ghost is the ghost 
of a woman who killed herself 
jumping out of a window be¬ 
cause the man she was in love 
with, that was the last night 
there in that room, he goes off 
to sea, doesn’t tell her when he 
comes back that he met some¬ 
body else. So she’s waiting 
there for him to rendezvous, 
but he never returns so she 
offed herself. So the ghost re¬ 
plays their last night together, 
that argument, and rearranges 
the furniture in the room back 
to how it was back in the day. 
So the maids keep coming in 
and going, “Ah, the ghost...” 

You’ve got to be aware that 


when you make a movie 
with Disney about a prin¬ 
cess, there will be inevitable 
comparisons. 

We’re the bastard child of 
Disney — don’t put that 
down. We’re conscious of it 
in the sense that yeah, she’s 
a princess, but why is she a 
princess? (story-wise), there’s 
more catastrophe that can 
happen. She can’t just be a 
selfish milkmaid who can 
run off and marry somebody, 
right? We’re all, “I don’t care 
about that. Let ’em marry 
somebody.” But here’s this 
person, this character that 
doesn’t want to do that stuff. 
“Um, lady, you’re going to be 
a queen someday. You’re go¬ 
ing to have to step up.” So we 
get those stakes. But it quick¬ 
ly turns and goes away from 
that idea and that concept. So 
it’s just a very superficial con¬ 
cept, but because it’s so easy 
and somebody says princess 
and Disney and thinks that’s 
all that movie is, great. Let 
them think that. Never try 
and out-guess us.

Sting (bom Gordon Matthew 
Thomas Sumner) has donned 
many hats and experimented 
with myriad genres during his 
35 years in the spotlight. 

From his early days as the 
lead in the popular and ever- 
changing new wave band the 
Police, to a solo career incor¬ 
porating everything from jazz 
to new age sounds, to the 
numerous humanitarian and 
environmental causes he has 
lent his celebrity status to, 
Sting is no stranger to explor¬ 
ing new paths. 

Yet his most recent tour, 
Back to Bass, was something 
of a stripping down for the 
prolific artist where the path 
he took was the most basic 
one. 

Having just come off 
the Symphonicity tour, per¬ 
forming arrangements of his 
songs with large orchestras, 
he wanted to do something 
simpler, an approach he’s 
continuing during his current 


summer tour. 

How did it feel to put your 
recent box set together, tak¬ 
ing a look back at all these 
years? 

I’m not a particularly nos¬ 
talgic person, so initially, it 
was quite challenging for me 
to really look back when my 
instinct has always been to 
move forward. But I did feel it 
was worth talcing some time 
to reflect, seeing what I had 
achieved in the past 25 years. 
I certainly had a good time liv¬ 
ing those 25 years, and it is a 
pretty significant milestone 
in my career. I thought if ever 
there was a suitable time to do 
a project like the box set, this 
was it. 

Was there any song you 
wanted to include but finally 
dropped? 

The most challenging part of 
the process was choosing the 
songs and inevitably, there 
were many that didn’t end up 
on the box set. But asking me 
to pick my favourites would 
be like asking me to choose 
a favourite child! I love them 
all and each one is unique in 
their own way. That said, I’m 
very proud of the end result. 

Do you plan a new studio 
album in the near future? 

I don’t really have a plan quite 
yet. I enjoy and appreciate 



the creative freedom I have, 
and the ability to do what in¬ 
terests me. I get bored pretty 
easily and so I always like to 
do something new and some¬ 
thing that is hopefully surpris¬ 
ing. I think my audience has 
come to expect that element 
of surprise. 

So I’m really not sure what 
comes next, but expect the 
unexpected. 


What types of artistic pro¬ 
jects interest you the most? 

Like I said, I always like to try 
something new. I can only do 
what I’m inspired to do. Right 
now, I’m working on a play 
for Broadway. 

We’re in the veiy early 
stages, but I’ve been writing a 
lot of music for that. It’s com¬ 
pletely new territory for me 
and it’s quite exciting. 


Why did you decide to have 
the Sting iPad app? Would 
you ever consider making 
music with the help of such 
gadgets like the iPad? 

To me, it’s important to em¬ 
brace new technology and try 
to evolve with it. I look at the 
app as a new way of getting 
music to people. 

It’s very innovative, but 
at the same time it reminds 


me of the days where you’d 
purchase an album and get 
to enjoy all of the photos and 
liner notes, and really get a 
sense of how the album was 
made. That’s missing in the 
digital age. In terms of mak¬ 
ing music with something 
like the iPad, I wouldn’t rule 
it out. There’s no way of an¬ 
ticipating where technology 
is going next.

“Party” and “rocks” are both 
words regularly used to de¬ 
scribe the MuchMusic Video 
Awards. But the nation’s music 
station decided to make it of¬ 
ficial this year by having party 
rocking experts LMFAO host 
their annual shindig on Sunday 
night. 

Despite never having hosted 
an awards show, the duo — 
made up of Redfoo and Sky 
Blu — weren’t the least bit 
surprised when the offer came 
their way. “I’m surprised more 
entities don’t have us doing 
more of this stuff,” says Redfoo, 
on the phone from the band’s 
Houston stop on their current 
Party Rockin’ Tour. 

Based in Los Angeles, LM¬ 
FAO (an acronym for Laughed 
My F*cking Ass Off) found fame 
via their brash mix of house 
beats, pop hooks, dance moves 


and an ostentatious wardrobe. 
Their stupidly catchy singles 
Party Rock Anthem and Sexy 
and I Know It both hit No. 1 in 
Canada and the U.S. 

And while their sound and 
lyrics certainly have roots in 
club culture their crossover 
appeal is what they believe en¬ 
ticed Much into offering them 
the gig. “The demographic that 
they want to tune in is our 
same fan base,” say Redfoo. 
“And especially now, with a lot 
of the kids listening to LMFAO 
and having fun with the videos, 
the parents now are fans.” 

The pair logged time riffing 
on camera for the Grammy’s 
Red Carpet, but Redfoo says 
the MMVAs are a far more 
structured event. “Me and Sky 
are always on,” he says, “we’re 
always improving and having 
fun. That’s what we do. So it’s 
about capturing the best of that 
with some guidelines.” 

MuchMusic organizers have 
been in regular communica¬ 
tion with the band, hammer¬ 
ing out a script that allows the 
two musician’s personalities 
to shine without derailing the 
show’s momentum, or break¬ 
ing CRTC rules. They’re also do¬ 
ing their own research in prep-

“With the red carpet show, 
you never know what’s going 
to happen and that’s the most 
exciting part,” says Steve Jar¬ 
man, the show’s supervising 
producer. 

The red carpet will overtake

after the MMVAs themselves 
overtook the red carpet’s for¬ 
mer home on Queen St. 

Exactly 6,450 feet of materi¬

Unique transportation is 
generally discussed with or¬ 
ganizers ahead of time.

Planning started earlier this 
winter and weeks are spent 
hammering out a runsheet 
with guest’s scheduled arrival 
times.

“We don’t want to have just 
a regular red carpet show,” he 
says.

Spain’s dazzling ball control, 
dizzying passing game and 
deluge of shots were way too 
much for Ireland.
